WHEN JESUS CHRIST entered Jerusalem 
riding on a borrowed ass, there was not enough 
the multitudes could do for him, Praising him 
were uncounted throngs, when he died these 
people faded away. .

Wher the disciples first spoke in tongues, 
it was in clear, precise, understandable lan- 
guages. Those gathered heard the gospel pro- 
claimed in their own tongue, in their own sec- 
tional dialect. The speaking was not in unin- 
telligible, nonsensical gibberish, but they spoke 
words and sentences of proper grammatical 
| structure; the syntax was accurate and the pas- 
sages were connected. God has not yet stooped 
to repetitious and meaningless banality: Argot 
is not the language of the Spirit, but as on the 
day of Pentecost. God does TO THIS DAY 
speak with the tongues of those empowered with 
the Holy Ghost. 

HAVE. TONGUES CEASED? 

Some believe that the use of tongues ceas- 
| ed sometime between 50 and 70 A. D. That is 
| not true, unle s many of our most authoritative 
historians have agreed in error. The pheno- 
| mena distributed to the early Christians were 
| not spasmodic flare-ups of hysteria, but hav 
been a potent force in the church UNTO THIS 
DAY. Demonstration of the Spirit has been 
noted in almost every church organization of 
any size since the Day of Pentecost. This heri- 
tage is the strength of the Church of God today. 
It has been almost two millenniums since that 
first small group became Spirit-filled and, with 
theif ignited souls set the world ablaze for God.
